R SIDENTS are 
eing asked their 
iews on plans for 
wo new secondary 
schools in Hackney. 

The City of London 
- which runs the highly 
successful City Academy 
Hackney, in Homerton, 
and several other 
academies in London - is 
seeking residents views 
on its proposals to sponsor 
the new schools, which 
the Council is planning 
to build. 

As part of the 
application process to the 
Department for Education, 
the City of London needs 
to gather evidence of 
demand from parents, 
carers and residents. 

The first school would 
initially open on a 
temporary site, in Audrey 
Street, Haggerston, in 
September next year, while 
work commences on a 
permanent building on the 
site of Britannia Leisure 
Centre. The Council is 
currently considering

plans to redevelop that 
site, to provide new 
leisure facilities, housing 
and the school, which 
would open in 2019. The 
second school would 
open in Audrey Street in 
2019, before moving to 
its permanent home on 
the current site of Benthal 
Primary School in 2022. 

As part of a 
reorganisation of 


education land in the 
Hackney Downs area, 
Benthal Primary will move 
to a new building where 
Nightingale primary 
currently stands, while 
Nightingale will move to 
a new site in Tiger Way. 
The move is necessary 
to ensure that there are 
enough places for local 
children in the coming 
years. By 2021, Hackney 


will need an extra 2,260 
primary places and 1,650 
secondary places - this is 
the equivalent of two new 
secondary schools and 
six forms of entry at 
primary level. 

The Council has been 
consulting parents on 
ideas to ensure it uses the 
land it owns in the most 
effective way. Extensive 
consultation has already 
taken place with parents 
at Benthal and Nightingale 
schools and they will be 
updated as plans progress.

Affordability of housing in the 
spotlight at a public debate 

A PUBLIC debate is being held where experts and resident 
representatives will discuss the issues affecting housing and 
affordability in the borough. 

‘Hackney: A Place to Call Home’ takes place on Wednesday 
9 March, from 6.30pm to 8.30pm, at Stoke Newington 
Town Hall, Church Street. Attendees can get a greater 
understanding of the housing challenges that Hackney faces, 
new government initiatives and changes to funding. They 
will be able to discuss issues and suggest solutions to help 
develop the Council’s future housing strategy. 

The panel, chaired by Inside Housing Editor, Nick Duxbury, 
includes Pat Turnbull, of the London Tenants Federation; a 
representative of local private renters group Digs; and Tom 
Copley, Chair of the GLA’s housing committee. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, Cabinet Member for Housing, said: “I 
urge anyone who is interested in the affordability of where 
they live, and who wants to get a better understanding of the 
issues at play, to come along and take part.”

For 10 years, the I Love Hackney campaign 
has been a symbol of civic pride in the borough

W HEN in 

2006, Sophie 
Allsopp and 
Phil Spencer 
declared Hackney ‘the 
worst place to live in 
the UK’, they could 
never have imagined 
the boost they were 
giving to the borough. 

“It’s all based on official 
data. We’re merely 
presenting the facts - 
harsh as they may be,” 
said Spencer in Channel 
4 television show ‘The 
Best and Worst Places to 
Live in the UK\ Hackney, 
however, did not agree.

Mayor Jules Pipe hit 
back, saying: “This kind 
of programme panders to 
the worst sort of middle 
England snobbery.” 

After the TV show aired, 
Hackney Museum staff 
were spurred on to create 
an exhibition asking local 
celebrities why they loved 
the area. Hackney residents 
also rose to defend 
their borough and an 
extraordinary 10-year civic 


pride campaign was born. 

Customising the iconic 
‘I Love NY’ branding, 

‘I Love Hackney’ was 
emblazoned on hundreds 
of thousands of badges, 
bags and posters. Driven 
by the Council, it has been 
worn proudly by residents 
and visitors ever since, and 
customised to promote 
improvements from 
recycling and clean streets 
to public health. 


In 2008, for example, 
the Olympic torch was 
handed over from Beijing 
to London, and gold I 
Love Hackney badges 
were created to mark the 
historic occasion. 

By 2009, the campaign 
had become so successful 
that even the Duchess of 
Cornwall was snapped 
wearing a badge when she 
visited Hackney City Farm. 

Then in 2011, it became 
the banner under which 
Hackney united as a 
community post riots. 

I Love Hackney reached 
its zenith however, during 
the London 2012 Games.

of events was launched 
with the Radio 1 Hackney 
Weekend, featuring 
superstar headliners Jay Z 
and Rihanna. More than 
35,000 ‘I Love Hackney’ 
badges were given out and 
worn proudly by festival- 
goers. The Council also 
produced a limited edition 
run with the Olympic 
colours of blue, yellow, 
green, black and red, to 
celebrate Hackney’s 
status as one of the six 
Olympic and Paralympic 
host boroughs. 

The logo even appeared 
in 60m by 46m lettering 
on Mabley Green so it was 
visible from the Olympic 


Park’s ArcelorMittal Orbit. 

In 2014, the ‘Cycle 
Hackney Love Hackney’ 
badge helped promote 
efforts to reduce pollution 
and increase health in 
the borough. And to 
encourage support for 
local shops and markets, 
designer James Long 
created ‘Love Hackney 
Shop Local’ cotton bags to 
give to customers. 

During last year’s Digital 
Shoreditch festival, the 
now familiar logo was 
pixelated to celebrate the 
tech sector’s positive 
impact on the local 
economy and 
employment. 


In 2015, the ‘I Love 
Hackney’ taxi toured the 
borough and gave people 
the chance to record their 
thoughts via a video booth 
as part of the Council’s 
‘Hackney: A 
Place For 
Everyone?’

consultation, which 
captured residents 
experiences of change in 
the borough over the past 
10 years. 

These efforts are 
working. In a new ipsos 
MORI poll, 90 per cent 
of residents agreed that 
people from different 
backgrounds get on well 
in Hackney, while 84 per 
cent said they felt a sense 
of belonging to their 
neighbourhood - 
significantly higher 
than inner London 
and national 
averages. We 
really do, it seems, 
love Hackney.

Gang rivalry addressed

olds are waiting, excitedly, 
for their names to be 
called, before tearing open 
the envelopes their penpals 
have sent. 

Silence pervades, as they 
pick up pencils and begin to 
write letters back, scribbling 
little drawings in the 
margins to illustrate sunny 
days and football games. 
“They have no idea of the 
background to what they’re 
doing. They just know 
how fun it is to have a new 
friend,” says Rebecca Luisis. 

That background, 
however, looms large in 
Rebecca’s life. In 2014, 
her nephew Charlie Burns 
was stabbed to death in 
Homerton over a £150 
debt. Just 19, he was 
father to a baby girl. A 
17-year-old was later 
cleared of his murder, but 
convicted of manslaughter. 
“My sons had been 


mugged, my nephews 
stabbed. My kids lost 
friends to knives and guns. 
Then we lost Charlie and 
our world just collapsed. 

I had to do something,” 
Rebecca explains. 

Having worked in schools 
for 14 years, she knew 
they had to start while the 
children were young. So 
with Charlie’s mother Keely, 
she set up The Charlie Burns 
Foundation and developed 
the Postcode Penpals 
scheme, which gets children 
at schools in rival areas to 
make friends by writing to 
each other. 

The hope is these 
relationships will continue 
into secondary school, and 
deter them from fighting 
each other when they 
get older. A pilot scheme 
started four months ago, 
with letters exchanged 
between pupils at St John of 
Jerusalem, E9, and London 
Fields Primary School, E8. 

“I was a teaching assistant 
at St John’s for over a

decade and Charlie was a 
student there too, so when I 
explained what we wanted 
to do, the head signed up 
straight away. London 
Fields primary was in its 
rival area, so I approached 
the head there. Luckily, she 
loved the idea too,” 
Rebecca adds. 

Over the next three years, 
the children will write 
to each other, then 
progress to 
meeting, 
and 
finally

going on trips together. 
“Because if you have grown 
up knowing someone from 
a different area, there is less 
chance of you being hurt by, 
or hurting those people,” 
Rebecca says. 

The children’s letters are 
evidence of the relationships 
that are developing.

Teacher Carly Richards 
explains: “Postcode rivalry 
is a subject we all need 
to face and, this way, the 
children are made aware of 
it and it’s being done gently, 
without frightening them.” 

Older year six students at 
St John’s have ‘street skills’ 
built into their Postcode 
Penpal sessions too, with 
ex-gang members and police 
officers visiting the school to 
talk to them. 

Rebecca says: “At the end 
of each session I ask them 
the same question. What 
would you do if someone 
asks for your phone?’ At 
first, lots of them said, ‘Oh 
I don’t have to give them 
nothing’. So we talked about 
whether your phone was 
more important, or your 
life. Now, when I ask them 
what they’d do, they all say: 
‘Hand over your phone and 
walk away’.” 

“I think Charlie would 
have loved this,” says 
Keeley. Adding: “He was 


such a generous character, if 
anyone went without, he’d 
take them under his wing.” 

Their ambitions don’t 
stop here, however. The 
Charlie Burns Foundation 
has also set up a parent 
support group, Postcode 
Parents, which meets in 
Kingshold Community 
Hall every Friday. It is close 
to becoming a registered 
charity and the pair hope 
other schools will take 
up the Postcode Penpals 
scheme now the pilot is 
proving so successful. 

Rebecca says: “I just want 
it to keep on growing. No 
family should have to go 
through what we’re going 
through. There’s a huge hole 
in our family and it doesn’t 
shrink, it never goes away.”

I T was my dad who 
started it, really,” says 
Carmel McConnell, 
founder of the 
charity Magic Breakfast, 
which aims to prevent 
hunger being a barrier to 
education by providing 
healthy breakfasts to 
schools across the UK. 

She explains: “My family 
came from Ireland, and we 
grew up in Romford. My 
dad worked nights at the 
Ford factory, but he’d come 
home from a shift and make 
sure we had a big bowl of 
porridge before we left for 
school. You couldn’t be 
sure what the rest of the day 
would bring you, but you 
set yourself up right with a 
decent breakfast.” 

Carmel went on to 
become ‘a full-on social 
activist’, campaigning 
against nuclear weapons at 
Greenham Common and 
in the States. She says: “I 
tried to be a campaigner 
alongside holding down 
dull day jobs.” 

She was a receptionist 
at BT, where she took a 
sponsored MBA course. She 
went on to found a highly 
successful business, before 
moving to the City. It was 


while researching her first 
book ‘Change Activist’, that 
she discovered the problem 
of hunger in schools. 

“I was trying to find 
out whether the fact that 
our society was becoming 
richer meant that it was 
also becoming fairer. A 
friend put me in touch 
with some headteachers 
in Hackney and every 
single one told me the same 
shocking story: they had 
pupils coming into school 
so hungry, so unable to 
learn, that teachers were 
having to bring food in 
themselves to feed them,” 
she says. 

The book went on to 
become a business bestseller, 
but Carmel couldn’t forget 
those Hackney children. So 
she began to spend her book 
profits on those schools. 

She explains: “I had 
to work all week, but on 
Saturday I would go to 
Tesco on Morning Lane, 
buy food, and give it to 
the school caretakers, 
to distribute among the 


children on Monday.” 

After a few months, 
the schools’ headteachers 
began telling her of 
transformations. 

“One said they had a 
problem with truants, 
but when they questioned 
the children it turned out 
they were leaving school 
to forage for food. When 
I brought breakfast, 
attendance and punctuality 
began to rise, concentration 
and engagement rose. These 
weren’t bad kids. They were 
just hungry kids,” she says. 

Carmel decided to take 
a two-year sabbatical from 
work to focus entirely 
on the issue. Adding: “I 
thought I could fix it in two 
years, but it’s taken over 
my whole life!” 

Today, Magic Breakfast 
provides a healthy 
breakfast of cereal, 
porridge, bagels, and fruit 
juice to 480 schools across 
the country, giving 23,500 
children the start they need 
to concentrate in class and 
learn. It costs just 22p per 
child and most of the food 
is donated by corporate 
partners. But, says Carmel, 
the battle is far from over. 

She says: “Half a million 
children in the UK go to 
school hungry. And it’s 
not their parents’ fault. 
They come from hungry 
families. Families where

the parents get up early 
to work to pay the bills, 
where the cost of living is 
rising, where parents are 
fighting just to keep their 
families together.” 

Carmel wants to end that 
phenomenon in Hackney 
first. She says: “I’ve seen 
the borough transformed 


in the last 15 years. There 
have been so many massive 
improvements. But it’s 
where we started, so it’s 
where I’d like to see it end 
first. Then, we want to 
end hunger as a barrier 
to education across the 
country in 2020 and across 
the world by 2040.”

Tackling climate change through ethical pension fund investments 


THE Council held a 
special meeting last month 
to look at its pension 
fund’s approach to 
climate change and 
its investments in 
companies associated 
with fossil fuels. 

At the pensions 
committee meeting, a 
series of recommendations 
were agreed that will 


strengthen and develop its 
commitment to ensuring 
that investment decisions 
take into account key 
climate change issues. 

The recommendations 
include a consideration of 
a five per cent investment 
of the fund in sustainable/ 
low carbon and clean 
energy funds, and 
continued work by the 


Local Authority Pension 
Fund Forum to press 
environmental, social and 
governance issues directly 
with large corporate 
organisations to influence 
their decisions. 

Cllr Robert Chapman, 
Chair of the pensions 
committee, said: “I’m 
pleased that we’ve been 
able to officially confirm 


our ongoing commitment 
to considering 
environmental, social and 
governance issues when 
making decisions about 
investments as part of the 
pension fund portfolio. 

“We understand the 
concerns around local 
authority pension funds’ 
investment in companies 
related to fossil fuel.”

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

Y OUNG residents 
who are 
unemployed, 
or struggling at 
school, can find help 
from The Prince’s Trust 
Fairbridge programme. 

The charity offers 
one-to-one support and 
group activities for 13 to 
25-year-olds who may have 
experienced mental health 
issues, homelessness, lived in 
care, or been in trouble with 
the law. The scheme helps 
develop the skills needed to 
get lives back on track. 

After completing a five- 
day access course, young 
people can take part in a 
range of challenging and 


adventurous activities, 
including a residential trip. 

The programme continues 
for as long as it is needed 
and, once ready, young 
people will be supported 
to reach their goals, such 
as finding a job, going to 
college, and getting into 
training or volunteering. 

Travel costs are covered, 
lunch is provided and 
participants’ benefits will 
not be affected. 


Khiry, 23, had to deal 
with the death of his mum at 
the age of 10, which affected 
his behaviour at school and 
led to depression.

Tlie peaceful protesters

Q 12 September 
|62, 400 young 
fople marched 
silence from 

Ridley Road, in Dalston, 
to Whitehall calling for 
incitement of racial hatred 
to be made a crime. This 
peaceful protest stood out 
against the backdrop of 
violent demonstrations 
and riots at the time. 

In 1962, frustrations 
were at an all-time high 
following the inability of 
authorities to prevent Sir 
Oswald Mosley, founder 
of the British Union of 
Fascists, and associated 
groups holding frequent 
rallies in Dalston. For 
seven years, MPs had been 
trying to get a bill through 
Parliament banning racial 
discrimination. Both Stoke 
Newington and Hackney 
borough councils held 
special meetings asking 


the Government to take 
immediate steps to ban 
organisations that preached 
racial discrimination. 

But with the House of 
Commons continuing to 
fail to act, an editorial in 
The Sunday Telegraph 
declared: “The only way 
racial minorities can put 
a stop to racial incitement 
is by breaking the law and 
causing disorder.” 

Central to this disorder 
was the anti-fascist Yellow 
Star Movement, in part 
founded by Reverend Bill 
Sargent, Vicar of Holy 
Trinity Church, Dalston. 
Originally created for 
peaceful protest, members 
wearing the Jewish Star 
of David would hold all- 
night vigils at locations, to 
prevent fascist meetings 
taking place. 

However, the movement 
soon became associated 
with violent street brawls 
against fascists. Just one 
example on 2 September 
1962 saw four men, 


believed to be members of 
Mosley’s extreme right- 
wing National Union 
Movement or the facist 
British National Party, 
beaten by a mob. The 
Yellow Star Movement had 
been camped out all day 
in Ridley Road to prevent 
a Mosley speech when 
the men were spotted and 
chased by 200 protestors. 

Both the MP for 
Hackney Central and 
the Rector of St John- 
at-Hackney were booed 
when they told more than 
1,000 people gathered 
at Hackney Town Hall 
that fighting fascism with 
violence was wrong. In 
particular, young people 
were linked to the violence. 

The silent march in 1962 


was the idea of members 
of the Stamford Hill Boys’ 
and Girls’ Club. 

Four hundred youth 
club members from across 
Hackney and Stoke 
Newington gathered 
at Ridley Road before 
heading to Whitehall in 
central London. They 
would have made an 
impressive sight, walking 
the seven-and-a-half miles 
in a four-deep column that 
stretched nearly 50 yards 
long carrying banners 
reading ‘Black and White 
Unite’ and ‘Free Speech 
Yes, Fascism No’. 

Though some of the 
teenagers wore the yellow 
Star of David, there were 
no outbreaks of violence 
during the march. 


Instead, they distributed 
leaflets showing the 
Christian cross, the Star 
of David, and two clasped 
hands. The leaflet read: 
“Hackney Youth demand 
that fascism be abolished. 
We agree with free speech, 
but we will never stand 
aside and allow people to 
incite racial hatred.” 

The march ended at 
Admiralty House, in 
Whitehall, where three 
protesters were met by 
a representative of the 
Prime Minister. They 
presented a letter from the 
young people of Hackney 
identifying incitement to 
racial hatred as the greatest 
issue they were facing 
within their lifetime. 

Fast forward to 2016, 
and a group of Hackney 
teenagers have taken 
inspiration from this story 
to write similar letters 
about the greatest issues 
in their own lives. While 
in the 1960s, teenagers 
protested in silence, today 


they make their voices 
heard through music. 

With the help of youth 
music charity Rising Tide, 
16 young men, aged 13 
to 15, explored themes 
taken from their letters 
to create rap and song 
verses to tell their stories. 
This project is the focus 
of the upcoming Hackney 
Museum exhibition 'Home: 
Exploring Young Hackney 
Through Music which 
opens on 25 February.
